The investization was held and report made 
and half the amount of money awarded in the 
report paid. If any ordinary government 
was in question the only thing remaining to 
be done would be to pay the remaining half 
of the award at the earliest possible date. 
Not sowith ours, however. A second com- 
inission has been appointed comprising the 
same men with an additional one to investi- 
gate the claims again before the remainder of 
the amount will be paid. This means if it 
means anything, that this further amount is 
to be subject to reductions or additions by 
this second commission ; which further means 
if it means anything that the first com- 
mission did not do its work satisfactorily. 
Making all due allowances, the only reason 
that can be framed for this extraordinary 
procedure is that it is the intention of the 

overnment to use the unpaid balance of 
hese rebellion accounts and losses as a po- 
litical enyine in the forthcoming federal elec- 
tions. The additional issue of half-breed 
ecrip may also be turned to the sane useful 
purpose. 

Tue Saskatchewan Herald iu a late issue 
alludes to the action of the militia depart- 
ment in refusinga pension to the widow of 
trumpeter Burke of the mounted police,killed 
at Cut Knife Creek, as an ‘ injustice,” which 
is pretty strong language for the Herald.

Tue Globe makes considerable fuss over 
the lavishness of the department of public 
works in advertising for tenders for the en- 
largement of the Welland canal. The G.obe 
may rest assured that none of the depart- 
nents are too lavish with their advertising in 
the North West. In this eountry where al- 


most every one who has business to do finds | 


it necessary to advertise, the various depart- 
ments of the government alone—with the 
honorable exception of the police—carefully 
avoid any such extravagance. Although a 

ood many thousand dollars worth of purely 
Foal contracts of one kind and another have 
been let here since this or ed was estab- 
lished the first line of advertising—excepting 
by the police—-has yet to be inserted. The 
same rule holds, with few exceptions, regard- 
ing local notices of all descriptions. Contracts 
and notices of a general nature are sometimes 
advertised by the Ottawa authorities, but 
even their expenditure is anything but lavish 
in any of the papers excepting perhaps the 
Regina Leader. That a legitimate use of the 
advertising columns of North-West news- 
papers would be in the public intcrest 
there can be no doubt. But the public in- 
terest is not censulted in the matter, and the 
majority of North-West papers are not suf- 
ficiently subservient to make their private 
interest—which is apparently the chief con- 
sideration in government advertising—of any 
account, 


THE necessity of improved stallions in this 
part of the country has been apparent fora 
long time. Not that those now here are not 
good of their kind, but the kind is not what 
is required, They lack either in size or breed- 
ing, while a union of these qualities is neces- 
sary. A good-sized hardy general purpose 
horse is what is required in this locality ; nei- 
ther atrotter nor a Clyde. The Canadian 
pony as is well known is the best general pur- 
pose horse of his weight in the world, but 
the weight of a thorough-bred is not suf- 
ficient for heavy farm work, and besidesa 
thorough-bred is now very difficult to procure 
as no means have been taken in Quebec to 
retain the purity of breed. The Canadian 
pony is the dwarfed descendant of the Per- 
cheron, a breed which under special govern- 
ment regulations has been perpepneses and 
improved in France for the past century. 
Judging these horses by their descendant the 
ponies they must be about the class most 
suitable to thia part of the North-West. But 
the cost and difficulty of procuring such ani- 
mals was always a bar to their introduction. 
Tne Halifax Ranche company of Calgary, 
however. have lately imported from the most 
extensive and reliable breeder and iniporter 
of that class of horses in the United States a 
a number of part and thorough bred Percher- 
ons which they now advertise for sale. It is 
to be hoped that one or more of them will be 
secured for this district. 


Gripe has been wrestling with the question 
of North-Western timber limits for three late 
issues, trying to decide whether Mackenzie 
or Macdonald granted a certain limit to W.J.

The BULLETIN has seldom failed to ex- 
pose the shortcomings of the Indian depart- 
ment officials in tnis district whether of the 
higher or lower rank, but cannot subscribe to 
these accusations in regard to them. The 
three agents of this district and three farm 
instructors are and have been above reproach 
in these particulars,

Tur government has no lack of advisers on 
the Indian question, The majority of these 
are in favor of disarming and herding them 
on their reserves. Itshould be remembered 
that the government is bound by treaty to 
allow the Indians to hunt and kill game any- 
where in the country, off as well as on thei 
reserves. To break this essential provision 
of the treaty by disarming or caaialer them 
won'd be a serious, and in the case of those 
Indians who have committed no overt act, an 
unjustifipble step, the attempt to take which 
would gertainly provoke even the most 
peaceably inclined to hostility. It is satis- 

actory to know that the force being brought 
tothe North West this spring ia not for this 
purpose,

Varliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-eeventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-Geveral of Indian Affairs 
may, When he considers it in the public in. 
terest to do so, prohibit by public notice to 
that effect, the sale, yift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof, or in the North-West Territo- 
tories or in any an thereof, of any fixed 
animunition or | cartridge; and every 
person who after such notice, without the per- 
mission in writing of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, ur, inany other man- 
ner conveys toany Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
und imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction ia had: 

Now Know Yz that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest 80 to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
vift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any tixed ammunition or bull 
cartridge is hereby prohibited. and that ey- 
ery person who, after this notice, without
